per"cent of the budget which railroad 
mechanics are now able to purchase, 
under the cut they will be able to 
buy only about one-half of the budget.

Berlin, March 28. — An attempt was 


made to assassinate Professor Paul JN 
Y. 


Mllukoft, former minister of foreign 
affairs in the Russian provisional gov- 
ernment, while he was addressing a 
gathering of Russians tonight. 


The attempt was frustrated by Vlad- 


imir Naboukoff, who himself was kill- 
ed by a bullet aimed at Milukoff. 


Professor MilukofE was no injured. 


He was immediately surrounded by 
friends, 
who hurried him {rom the 


hall. His assailants were two former 
Russian officers, who shouted "We will 
get revenge for the death of the czar," 
as they fired from front seats in the 
auditorium. 
Professor Milukoft was bpeakine of 


his recent visit to the United Status 
and of the European situation. 
His 


address was moderate In tone and non- 
political. 
M. Naboukoff was secretary of state 


in 
the 
first Russian parliamentary 


cabinet under Prince Lvoff. He was 
a noted authority on ciiminology and 
editor of the Russian newspaper "Rul" 
in Berlin 


Naboukoff was sitting on the stage 


behind Professor Miloukoft. He leaped 
In front of Mlloukuft as the assassins 
fired and fell dead with two bullets 
through^his body. Several peisons 
the audlcnc* were slightly wounded. 
About twelve shots were fired. 


The shooting created a panic among

of financial economic guardianship.

June 1 from Seattle on the steamship 
Maude, to drift 
across 
the 
North 


Pole—,ln expedition which Amund- 
sen ovpects will revolutionize polar 
explorfition and establish a short cut 
to Invaluable scientific knowledge. 


The expedition will 
not 
he 
like 


those which have preceded it, accord- 
ing to its leader. 
Its vision will not 


be confined to a few miles on either 
side of the ship, but from the air it 
will be able to take In at a glance ob- 
jects 200 miles awav 


\Ylll Employ Radio. 


It will not be for years cut off from 


touch with the outside world. 
In- 


stead. It will talk by radio four times 
a day with Washington, and when It 
returns in three to five years. It will 
know what the'civilized "orld has 
been doing during its absence. 
It will not have spent years chart- 


ing merely a narrow strip but, with 
the aid of aviation will be able u> 
chart one million square miles, sketch- 
ing the currents of the air as well as 
those of the sea. 
For centuries, sci- 


entists have believed that currents of 
the North Pole have been responsible 
or climatic phenomena in the part 
f the world In which civilized man 
ives. and Amundsen 
hopes to 
ac- 


omplish with his airplanes In a five 
years' voyage what would take 40 
years, millions ot dollars, and many 
Ives if only a ship nnd dogsleds were 
employed. 


Airplanes Chief Hope. 


It is upon two airplanes that Am- 


undsen pins his chief hopes. Hardly 
had ho la'nded than he hastened to .1, 
conference with John M. Larson, u. 
governor ot the Aei onautlcal Chamber 
of 
Commerce of 
America. 
After 


luncheon camo 
the announcement 


that the larger of the two planes eel- 
octed by the 
explorer would be the 


all-metal Larson monoplane, which 
on December 29, (lying over Mlneola, 
Long Island, in zero weather, esta- 
blished the world's record for contin- 
uous flying of 26 hours, 19 mlnutc.s 
and 35 seconds. 
Tho plane, Captain Amundsen ex- 


plained, was being supplied by Mi. 
Laracn at his own expense and the 
contribution which the airplane man- 
ufacturer would make to the expe- 
dition would represent about $40,000, 


Beside the monoplane, Amundsen 


will take an Avro scout plane, a emall- 
er UrltlDh ship, which will be used 
only within the vicinity of the Maude. 


Tho monoplane, with a cabin in 


which eleven personw have been car- 
ried, is also equipped so that »he can 
carry large stocks of fuel and provis- 
ions and to her can be adjusted sklH.

The Department of Agriculture gave 


out figures about six weeks ago that 
HIQ stock of potatoes yet unsold on 
January 1 was something over 141,- 
000.000 bushels. 
The monthly con- 


sumption is about 25,000,000 bushels, 
which then would leave as stated 90,- 
346.000 bushels on March 1. 


As the department states, that 42,- 


S5B.OOO bushels be retained on farms 
to use for seeds, etc., I understand, 
the balance to be 4S,390,000 bushels 
in the hnnds of farmers and dealers. 


As from March 1 there arc over 


four months yot before any new po- 
tntoes worth talking about will come 
on the market, and as the consump- 
tion 
amounts to 
about 
25,000,000 


bushels a month, this surplus looks 
pretty much like a deficit to me.

enemies of the Destruction of property,1 


human or animal life, and thus are ar- 
rayed against the soviet government. 


The members of the colony make a 


religion of manual 1' jor and declare 
Its chief tenet to be embodied In the 
plirnse "Love thy neighbor as thyse'f." 
They declare themselves, like Count 
Tolstoy, "searchers for the truth In all 
things." 
They arrived here in early 


September with a permit from Moscow 
to occupy a portion of the estate now 
classed as a national institution. 


Teacher Organizes Movement. 


A teacher, whose brother is director 


of the colony, organized the movement. 
The 18 members, all of whom profess 
the practical idealism of the Doukho- 
bors sect, with a mingled belief in 
Buddhism, were ulloted quarters In a 
once handsome but' now tumble-down 
one-story building of the estate built 
lu 17SO for .the serfs of Prince Volkon- 
skl. fathar of Tolstoy's mother. 


The new arrivals have made the- 


building hnbitr.ble and have started to 
prepare for the cultivation of the 100 
acres Included in their grant. Food so 
far has been supplied free by the soviet 
government, the same as to all visitors 
to the Tolstoy home. The three women 
do the cooking. 


The correspondent came first in con- 


tact with n m<—•iber of the colony In a 
rather atrnnge manner. 


After % long journey, he had been 


enrolled as a pilgrim ft the Tolstoy 
home, according to the rules of the In- 
stitution. He was given a bed in the 
ground floor room, characterized by a 
brick arch, a room occupied by Tolstoy 
some fifteen yenrs. Just as he was 
dropping off to sleep he was roused 
by pleasing chords on the grand piano 
located in the room. The playing was 
done by a young man who wore high 
boots, a belted'jackct and a sheepskin 
cap. 
Seeing the correspondent, he 


stopped°playlnp nnd apologized, saying 
he didn't know the room was occupied. 
Then he went on to explain who he 
was and began to ask information 
about the possibility of walking to In- 
dia, by way of Turkestan. He wanted 
to study philosnihy.there, lie said.

SOME COMMON SENCE RULES OF 


THE ROAD FOR AUTOMOBILES 


Some common sense rules of the 


road and rules for automobilists are 
appended in the hope that a better 
feeling will exist between autoist and 
pedestrians, that there will be less 
accidents and less damage In the 
running of a car: 


Keep to the right of the road. 
Slow down at crossings. 
Signal for a s>tops or turn to the 


cars behind by holding out the left 
hand. 


Apply brakes slowly. Change speed 


rate slowly. Drive carefuly. 


Be prepared to help any motorist 


In trouble on roads distant 
from 


garages. 


Be prepared to give pedestrians 


"lifts" on country roads. 


Stop car and engine when meet- 


ing drovers with sheep, swine or cat- 
tle on country roads. 


Park only at side of roads, leaving 


fair way. 


When bujing produce in the coun- 


try park alongside road, not on the 
road. 


When parking at night leave warn- 


ing lights 


Have headlight dimmers and use 


them when meeting and passing other 
motorists at night. 


When picnicking do not trespass 


to gather wild flowers, tree branches, 
blossoms, fruit or shrubs, 
oughly, removing from sight all cans, 
papers and rubbish. 


Give all vehicles, especially loaded 


trucks, a good halt of the road. 


ake hills on the right side of the 


road 
Go over the crest carefully. 


Avoid coasting or speeding around 
curves at foot of hills 


Be courteous to pedestrians. 
Do 


not drive your car at them full tilt 
and laugh when they jump. Do not 
splash water on them as they stand 
at crossings or near curbs waiting 
for you to pass. 


Avoid street cars carefully at stops. 
Learn and follow the local traffic 


rules, speed limits and driving ordi- 
nances. These are made for the com- 
mon good of all drivers. Including 
yourself, and of all pedestrians. 


Brake Rods and Connecting Parts. 


A monthly inspection should be 


made of the brake rods and con- 
necting parts. 
Clean oft all the ac- 


cumulated dirt and rust, so that they 
will act freely and efficiently aa possi- 
ble. 
Apply a half-and-half solution 


of kerosene and lubricating oil, and 
the brakes will work easier and better.
